Wizard of Odds 


Life last week introduced to a couple 
of million magazine readers an improba- 
ble little Rumanian mathematician by the 
name of Ziv Mayer, a profit-making horse 
player and hotelman at Tijuana. Mexico. 
The story, an eloquent testimony to the 
triumph of patience. logic. and gobs of 
luck. will give new hope to countless 
plungers who knew all along that the 
races were beatable. 

Three times since the spring of 1959 
Mayer has been the sole winner of Cali- 
ente’s famous 5-10 gimmick. and 14 
times he has shared in the pool. Ernest 
Havemann’s account of how Maver did it 
the first time: 

“Caliente’s 5-10 pool complicates the 
mathematics of handicapping almost be- 
yond measure, but Mayer soon seemed to 
be its master. On March 8, 1959, he had 
a day at the track such as all horse play- 
ers dream of. He took with him, he says. 
$67. Arriving just in time for the third 
race, he bet $10 on a longshot named Pa- 
rade Man and collected $156. At this 
point he decided to play for the rest of 
the day strictly on the track’s money and 
tucked his original $67 safely away. Out 
of his winnings he put $96 into the 5-10 
pool, a bundle of carefully calculated $2 
combinations. He took one horse in each 
of the fifth, sixth and seventh races. 
which he thought were easy to pick. He 
took two horses in the eighth, then jumped 
to six in the ninth and four in the 10th. 
which were more difficult. He also bet 
$40 on the horse he liked in the fifth 
race, and after that one won. continued 
to bet $40 on each of his top selections 
in the following races. some of which 
were tremendous longshots. At the end 
of the afternoon he had won over $2.000 
on his original bets and his 5-10 ticket. 
the only one sold that day which listed as 
many as five of the winners, was worth 
another $60,824. This was his first big 
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strike. He has done it twice since, once 
for $98.063 and again for $56,190. He has 
shared the pot fourteen times.” 

Mayer told the writer that he never bet 
more than $96 in a day’s pool, but Have- 
mann said. “Some Tijuanans suspect... 
that Mayer. besides being adept at the 
arithmetic of racing. has been living a 
good deal more dangerously than he ad- 
mits.”

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Cicada’s Crown 
Rests Easily 
After the Frizette 


RACE OF THE WEEK. Cicada (right) beat 
the coming-on Firm Policy by a half-length in 
the one-mile Frizette Stakes. Even a defeat 
in the Gardenia Stakes, on October 21, will 
not spoil her claim to the 2-year-old filly 
championship. 


NEW YorRK. The Frizette Stakes had about as 
many surprises as a late-late show. Cicada won, as 
most people thought she would, and Firm Policy 
ran a strong second, as the bettors predicted. One 
of the beaten jockeys said of his mount, ‘My filly 
come up empty.” 


The Frizette removed whatever doubts anyone 
had of Cicada’s right to the 2-year-old filly cham- 
pionship. In the process of sweeping most of New 
York’s important fixtures for her age and sex, she 
won more money than any 2-year-old filly in the 
history of American racing. The $83,575, she gained 
in the Frizette raised her earnings to $287,545, put- 
ting her far ahead of Idun’s total of $220,955 in 1957. 

Cicada was to race once more this year, in the 
1,;-mile Gardenia Stakes at Garden State Park on 
October 21. She will be made a supplementary entry,

at $5,000, with a first-place prize of about $90,000 
in prospect. 

The Frizette had closed on March 1 with 313 
nominations, but only 4 of these, Cicada, Jazz Queen, 
Baroda, and Island Belle, faced the starter. Three 
others, Firm Policy, Broadway, and Tamarona, were 
made eligible by payment of $5,000 supplementary 
fees. 


More than 40,000 customers paid their way 
into Aqueduct, and backed the entry of Cicada and 
Baroda down to 13 to 20. Firm Policy, which had 
lost by a head to Cicada in the Astarita Stakes, the 
last race for either of them, was second choice at 23 
to 10, and from there the odds ballooned to 8.7 to 1 
against Island Belle, 12-length winner of the Illini 
Princess Stakes at Hawthorne on September 15. 
Broadway, which earlier in the year had promised 
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to have a lot to say about division ranking, was 
12.3 to 1. 

Island Belle went to the lead shortly after the 
start and clung to a precarious advantage over 
Broadway until the far turn, where the pressure 
began to take its toll. Island Belle slowly gave way, 
and when the field turned into the stretch it was 
Broadway by a head over Cicada, with Island Belle 
in third place, a length farther back. Firm Policy, 
which had lost ground on the turn when Manuel 
Ycaza found it expedient to leave the rail, was in 
fourth place, another 2 lengths behind. 

Broadway’s tenure was. short-lived. Cicada 
swept ahead, and at the eighth-pole she had a 2- 
length lead over the coming-on Firm Policy. For a 
moment the race had seemed to be over, but Yceaza 
bore down hard with Firm Policy, cutting percep- 
tibly into the margin with each stride. Cicada hung 
on, crossing the wire a half-length in front of the 
challenger. It was 31% lengths farther back to Jazz 
Queen, which had a 2-length advantage over Broad- 
way. The others, in order, were Tamarona, Baroda, 
and Island Belle. The time, 1:3645, was 115 seconds 
slower than Bow] of Flowers’ 1960 renewal. 

In his recapitulation of Cicada’s performance, 
jockey Bill Shoemaker said, “She went easy to the 
leaders, but in the last eighth she was all out to 
hold off the second horse,” which made one wonder 
what the result would have been if the 2 runners 
had gone a sixteenth of a mile farther. 

Christopher T. Chenery’s Cicada previously had 
won the Blue Hen, filly division of the National 
Stallion, Schuylerville, Spinaway, Matron, and As- 
tarita Stakes. She was second to Broadway in the 
Polly Drummond Stakes and to Batter Up in the 
Colleen Stakes, third to Laurel Mae and Star Bolt 
in the Fashion Stakes and to Polylady and Batter 
Up in the Astoria Stakes. She now has won 5 
straight races since the Astoria, on July 17. Even a 
stunning defeat in the Gardenia probably will not 
loosen her hold on the championship. 

“She is a nice little filly to train,” said J. H. 
(Casey) Hayes. “I’ve always had good colts, but 
never a filly like this.” 

Cicada, by Bryan G., was foaled May 7, 1959, 
at A. B. Hancock Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, Ky. 
Her dam, sixth foal of the great producer Hildene, 
was raced sparingly through 3 campaigns, winning 
one of 8 races. According to Chenery, Satsuma un- 
accountably had suffered a puncture wound in a 
hip early in training and the injury was slow to 
heal, spoiling her usefulness for the greater part 
of her career on the track. 

Cicada broke her maiden the first time out, 
in a 3-furlong race at Hialeah Park on February 23. 
Her first score in a stakes was in Delaware Park’s 
Blue Hen, on May 30. L. DEF. 
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Hawthorne Juvenile Stakes.

Good Business, Good Race 


CampDEN. It was a pleasant 76 degrees 
at Camden, on October 7 for the open- 
ing day of Garden State Park’s 26-day 
fall meeting. and business was good, for 
both Garden State and Fred Hooper. 

In the Jersey Belle Stakes, for 3-year- 
old fillies, top weight of 121 pounds was 
shared by My Portrait, Rose O’Neill, and 
Mighty Fair. Plum Cake and Play Time 
carried 118 pounds, Innerglo 115 
pounds, and Times Two and M’selle Mill 
109. The bettors favored My Portrait at 
21 to 10, and the Hollywood Oaks winner 
Rose O’Neill was second choice at 3 to 1. 

My Portrait ran second to Rose O’Neill 
for the first quarter, but entering the 
backstretch, Times Two came up to take 
her place. My Portrait saved ground along 
the inner rail and on the final turn she 
quickened her pace. Heading into the 
straight, Braulio Baeza guided My Por- 
trait toward the center of the track, and 
she closed steadily. At the eighth-pole, 
Rose O'Neill still had a half-length advan- 
tage over Times Two, but My Portrait soon 
drew even, and in the last sixteenth she 
opened 314 lengths. Rose O’Neill held 
second over Times Two by a head. Four 
and a half lengths farther back was 
Mighty Fair, followed by Plum Cake, 
Innerglo, Play Time, and M’selle Mill. 

Rose O'Neill was responsible for frac- 
tional times of :24, :4725. 1:1135, and 
1:3634. The final time of 1:43 was a sec- 
ond slower than the track record and 
two-fifths of a second slower than High 
Bid’s time in the 1960 renewal. 

The mutuel pool on the Jersey Belle 
amounted to $332.987. Three other races 
on the program had pools of more than 
$300.000. The day’s total turnover of $2.- 
579.177 was up $151,038 over the first 
day of the 1960 Garden State fall meet- 
ing. The attendance, 29.348. was up 
1.540. 

Foaled at Fred W. Hooper’s farm near 
Montgomery. Ala.. My Portrait was the 
second foal of Me, which had raced for 
Hooper over 3 seasons. winning 4 races 
and earning $13.395. My Portrait at 2 
was unplaced in the Arlington Lassie and 
Sorority Stakes, third to Rose Bower and 
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Hooper’s Bright Holly in the Princess 
Pat Stakes. fourth to Bowl of Flowers in 
the Gardenia Stakes. In the Experimental 
Free Handicap. she was given 110 pounds. 

After 414 months away from competi- 
tion, My Portrait finished third to Gold- 
flower at Keeneland, and a week later 
was second to the Dixiana filly in the 
Ashland Stakes. At Churchill Downs, My 
Portrait was beaten by Play Time in the 
Oaks Prep, but in the Kentucky Oaks she 
led all the way on the sloppy track and 
survived a claim of foul by Play Time’s 
rider. At Pimlico, My Portrait finished a 
poor second to Funloving in the Black 
Eyed Susan Stakes. and at Belmont Park 
she was unplaced in the Mother Goose 
Stakes. 

Conceding 10 pounds to the winner, My 
Portrait finished third to Kootenai and 
her own stablemate, Fading Sky, in the 
Misty Isle Handicap at Chicago. In the 
Monmouth Oaks she broke Primonetta’s 
string of 9 victories, winning by a neck 
and equaling the 114-mile track record 
of 1:4845. set by Levee in the 1956 re- 
newal. Returning to Chicago, My Portrait 
finished second to Kootenai in the Pucker 
Up Handicap, then was fourth to the old- 
er Shirley Jones. Call Card and Equifun 
in the Arlington Matron Handicap. On 
the grass at Atlantic City, she carried top 
weight of 121 pounds in the Pageant Han- 
dicap and was beaten back to third near 


the finish. Less than a length in front of 
her, Cup of Tea (108), beat Marwol 
(107) a head. In the Gazelle Handicap, 
under 120 pounds, My Portrait took the 
lead from Primonetta (126) at the end 
of the first 6 furlongs, but was overtaken 
by Shimmy Dancer (112) and Funloving 
(122). On September 23, in her last race 
before the Jersey Belle Stakes, My Por- 
trait finished fifth in Airmans Guide's 
Beldame Stakes. 

Olympia this year has 5 other stakes 
winners, giving him a total of 29 since 
his first crop raced in 1953. The 15-year- 
old *Heliopolis stallion raced for Hoop. 
er until his retirement at Mr. and Mrs, 
Dan Rice’s Danada Farm, Lexington. In 
1955, Olin Gentry, acting for Hooper. sold 
12 shares in the horse to Rice and 8 shares 
to John W. Galbreath. The  syndieate 
later was enlarged to include Calumet 
Farm, Robert Cudahy, and Paul Mellon, 
with one share each, and George M. 
Humphrey and Mrs. Parker Poe. with 
one share in partnership. Olympia _ has 
continued to stand at Danada, now man- 
aged by Howard Endicott, who took over 
from Gentry on September 1, 1956. 


April Skies, At Last 


City. Chief of Chiefs had 
won his last start, the Washington Park 
Handicap on September 9, and the only 
time he had been worse than third in 7 


The Jersey Belle Stakes was My Portrait’s third stakes victory. Earlier in 
1961 she won the Kentucky and Monmouth Oaks, and placed in 7 other stakes. 
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other races this year was on the occasion 


of his disqualification from first place in 


the Toboggan Handicap. As if this didn’t 
weigh heavily enough in his favor for 
the 7-furlong Longport Handicap, he had 
the services of John Sellers, whose vic- 
tory in the previous race on the card was 
his eighth in his last 8 rides. Although 
the players at Atlantic City on October 4 
may not have known that Sellers had 
equaled a world record, they certainly 
knew that he was red-hot, man. To tilt 
the issue a little more in Chief of Chiefs’ 
favor was the fact that the track was 
muddy, and Chief of Chiefs had proved 
that he could handle such a track. Mrs. 
Ada L. Rice’s runner was sent on his 
way at even money. 

The winner, however, was April Skies, 
which hadn’t won a race since Hialeah 
Park. The Hannibal gelding, ridden by 
Howard Grant, stayed 2 lengths astern 
of Bolinas Boy for a half-mile, gained 
the lead in mid-stretch, and won by 
three-quarters of a length from the Board- 
walk Handicap winner Yes You Will. 
Chief of Chiefs started the race in fifth 
place and ended it there. 

The Longport was the first time this 
year that April Skies had carried less 
than 120 pounds in a handicap. His top 
assignment was 135 pounds for Belmont 
Park’s Fall Highweight Handicap, on 
August 28, in which he finished fourth 
to Smashing Gail (117). beaten about 6 
lengths. Winonly, getting 11 pounds from 
April Skies (130) beat him nearly 2 
lengths in Gulfstream Park’s Armed 
Handicap. He carried 128 pounds in the 
Toboggan Handicap and finished 114 
lengths behind Chief of Chiefs (113). 
and he carried 127 pounds in the Carter 
Handicap and again was beaten by Chief 
of Chiefs (116), only this time by a 
neck. The Toboggan was given him, how- 
ever. when a tainted urine specimen dis- 
qualified the winner. 

The Carter, on May 6, was April Skies’ 
last good race before the Longport, but 
it was not until the horse arrived at At- 
lantic City that a handicapper decided 
to peal off a few pounds. 

April Skies, which wasn’t supposed to 
be able to run in the mud, paid $18.80.

Cool weather, threatening skies, and the 
World Series opener on Wednesday. Oc- 
tober 4, conspired to trim Aqueduct’s 
opening-day crowd to 19.154, a figure 
26.7 per cent under the daily average for 
last year’s 33-day fall meeting. 

Those who chose Aqueduct over Yankee 
Stadium saw an interesting horse race in 
the sixth renewal of the 1,%;-mile Long 
Island Handicap. The winner was the 
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J. Homer (Casey) Hayes, trainer 
of Cicada and Sir Gaylord. was born 
June 16, 1906, at Brevard. N. C. When 
he was 8 years old he developed an 
interest in horses through an uncle, 
John Cantrell, who operated a livery 
stable, renting riding horses and giv- 
ing riding lessons. After he had com- 
pleted 2 years at Mars Hill Junior 
College. Hayes went to work for R. 
H. Weakly at the Bon Air Vanderbilt 
Stables. Augusta, Ga., which rented 
horses. provided riding lessons. and 
schooled and developed hunters and 
polo ponies. In 1926 he took over 
the management of the Saxon Woods 
Hunt Club. in New York. and when 
the 1929 stock market crash closed the 
club Hayes went to Gordon Wright’s 
Secor Farm. at White Plains. and de- 
veloped show jumpers and played on 
the Secor indoor polo team. earning 
a 3-goal indoor rating. 

In 1937. Hayes became an instructor 
in polo and jumping at the Boulder 
Brook Club. Scarsdale. President of 
the club was Christopher T. Chenery. 
who then was developing a Thorough- 
bred breeding farm at The Meadow. 
Doswell. Va. 

In 1942. Chenery’s trainer, Norman 
Tallman. sent a few horses to be 
freshened at the club, and Hayes 
trained them at a nearby half-mile 
track. That fall Cherry Dale. one of 
the horses Hayes had handled. won 
handily at Empire City. and the next 
spring Hayes obtained his first train-

er’s license. in New York. He took a 
division of the Chenery stable, and in 
the spring of 1944 at Jamaica he won 
his first race, with a filly named Cat- 
tachiptico. 

On December 7, 1943 Hayes was in- 
ducted into the Coast Guard, and 
served until October 12. 1945. He re- 
turned to Chenery’s employ, and in 
1947 took over the entire stable. In 
the same year he saddled Hornbeam. 
his first stakes winner. In 1949 he had 
Hill Prince and Mangohick, the first 
of 5 stakes winners from Chenery’s 
great producer Hildene. Including Ci- 
cada and Sir Gaylord, Hayes has sad- 
dled 16 stakes winners for The 
Meadow. 


consistent 4-year-old gelding Wise Ship, 
which has made a specialty this year of 
the longer grass races. 


Milton Ritzenberg’s home-bred led all 
the way in the Long Island, and at the 
finish he was a length and a half in front 
of Harbor View Farm’s *Wolfram, which 
still seems to be several lengths away 
from the form that carried him to success 
in 6 of his first 8 races this year. 


Wise Ship. foaled March 17, 1957, at 
his owner’s North Hill Farm, Berryville, 
Va.. was introduced to racing in $8,000 
claiming company. He was unplaced in 4 
stakes engagements last year. and his first 
major success was in the 1961 Man 0’ 
War Handicap, a $100,000 invitational 
affair at Aqueduct on July 29. On Sep- 
tember 2 he was beaten a nose by *Mozart 
in the 9-furlong Kelly-Olympia Handicap, 
and on September 11 he won the 13¢- 
mile New York Handicap. 

Wise Ship is by Brookmeade Farms’ 
Sky Ship. winner of the 1952 Florida 
Derby and of 5 other races over a 4-year 


campaign. Sky Ship. now standing at 
North Hill, was retired in 1954 and served 
his first mares the next year. Through 
1960, he had had 48 year-starters which 
had earned $96,634, for an average-earn- 
ings index of 1.23. Wise Ship alone this 
year has earned $140,940.

John W. Galbreath, of Columbus. Ohio. 
owner of Darby Dan Farm at Lexington. 
made one of the greatest gambles in the 
history of Thoroughbred breeding in May. 
1959, when he agreed to pay $1.350.000 
for a 5-year lease on the European cham- 
pion *Ribot. The unbeaten horse’s first 
foals, got at Lord Derby’s stud in Eng- 
land, were then yearlings. and all the 
hazards of possible failure were still to 
be faced when Galbreath made what 
amounted to a wager of record propor- 
tions. 


In the presence of Mr. and Mrs. Gal- 
breath and about 50,000 others at the 
Longchamp course in Paris on Sunday. Oc- 
tober 8, Egidio Verga’s 3-year-old Molvedo 
dismissed the possibility that *Ribot 
might be considered a failure before his 
first American-bred 2-year-olds began 
racing in 1964. Molvedo’s triumph over 
Right Royal and others in the 2.400-meter 
Prix de VAre de Triomphe established 
*Ribot as the sire of an_ international 
champion in his first crop of runners. 


Enrico Camici, who rode *Ribot to vic- 
tory in the 1955 and 1956 renewals of 
the Prix de l’Are de Triomphe. was astride 
Molvedo. The course was heavy. and to 
minimize his chances of trouble Camici 
kept Molvedo in third position, close be- 
hind Le Tahitien (pacemaker for Right 
Royal) and Sir Winston Churchill's High 
Hat as they climbed the long hill rising 
from the start at the foot of the back- 
stretch. High’ Hat led the way into the 
front straight. Molvedo went past him 
easily and won by 2 lengths from Mme. 
Jean Couturie’s 3-year-old Right Royal. 
Misti was third, a half-length behind the 
French champion, a short neck ahead of 
High Hat. Match was fifth and Puissant 
Chef sixth in the field of 19. which in- 
cluded 2 other Italian runners. Rio Marin 
and the filly Caorlina. 


Misti and the favored Right Royal ap- 
peared to have been bothered slightly 
when Match bore in at the beginning of 
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Molvedo’s Triomphe, 
“Ribot’s Triumph 


his effort in the stretch. but neither ap- 
peared likely to have beaten the winner. 
Right Royal gained no ground on Molvedo 
in the last 200 meters. 

Molvedo. bred at his owner's success- 
ful Razza Ticino. near Milan. was the 
only runner by *Ribot in Italy last year. 
In the first of 4 starts at the San Siro 
Course. Milan. he won the 1.000 meter 
(5-furlong) Premio Oreno in easy fashion 
on August 27. Three weeks later he was 
considered lucky when he won the 1.000- 
meter Triennale from Bella Be and Ad- 
rasto. since Bella Be had crossed Adrasto 
at the start and caused him to get a very 
poor start. 

The Criterium Nazionale. 1.200 meters, 
on September 25. was run on a_ heavy 
course. and Molvedo finished third to 
Adrasto and Bella Be. weakening near 
the end and yielding second place to the 


filly, which was beaten 5 lengths by Ad- 
rasto. The going was heavy again for the 
1.500-meter Gran Criterium on October 
16, and Adrasto again attempted to make 
all the running. but this time the Ma. 
cherio colt weakened and finished fifth, 
Molvedo won by a length from Maria 
Barosso. with Gray Ghost third. As a re- 
sult of this encounter, Molvedo was rank- 
ed at the top of the Italian free handicap 
of 2-year-olds. 114 kilograms (about 33 
pounds) above Adrasto. 

Because of trouble with his legs. Mol- 
vedo had done little racing this year. He 
scored an impressive 8-length victory over 
Marco Marziale. Gray Ghost. and 5 others 
in the 2.000-meter Premio Estate at Milan 
on July 2. Trainer Arturo Maggi then 
took him to France. and he turned in a 
most impressive stretch run to defeat 
Misti and others by a wide margin in the

Roman Colonel, third to He’s a Pistol 
and Run For Nurse in the Midwest Handi- 
cap on September 30, has been retired 
from racing, trainer T. W. Kelley an- 
nounced last week. The 5-year-old Ky. 
Colonel stallion will be sent to Mr. and 
Mrs. Edward E. Wortman’s Silver Creek 
Farm, Lexington, where he will enter the 
stud in 1962. Kelly, who has handled 
Roman Colonel throughout his career. 
said that the horse would be syndicated. 
and that 15 of 32 shares would be offered 
at $5.000 each. It is planned to stand 
Roman Colonel for a fee of $1.500. 

Bred by the Wortmans. Roman Colonel 
raced under the ownership of Silver 
Creek Farm for 3 full seasons. As a 2- 
year-old he won the Mr. Lincoln Stakes 
and finished second in the Land of Lin- 
coln Stakes. third in the Joliet Stakes. 
and at 3 he won the City of Coral Gables 
Handicap, a division of the Hurricane 
Handicap, the St. Louis Derby. and the 
SNARO and Spy Song Handicaps. Last 
year he won the Royal Poinciana Handi- 
cap and was second in the Clang and 
Jamaica Handicaps. 

On January 2 Roman Colonel finished 


fourth to April Skies in the New Year’s 
Handicap, and in April he was_ sold 
privately to W. A. Weiland under an 
agreement that returned an interest to the 
Wortmans when the horse was _ retired 
from racing. For Weiland, Roman Colonel 
finished third in the Clang Handicap and 
fourth in the Equipoise Mile.

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OBITUARY 


John D. Hertz 


John David Hertz, 82, one of Thorough- 
bred racing’s leading patrons, died Sun- 
day evening, October 8, at his home 
near Los Angeles. Services were held 
Tuesday in Chicago, where Mr. Hertz 
had spent a major part of his life. 

Mr. Hertz, born April ‘10, 1879, at 
Ruttka, Austria, was 5 years old when 
his parents emigrated from Austria and 
settled in a Chicago tenement. When he 
was 10, he ran away from home, took 
quarters in the Newsboys’ Home, and 
became an assistant driver for a news- 
paper delivery wagon. He worked as 
an office boy for the old Chicago Record, 
fought 3-round exhibitions at neighbor- 
hood smokers, wrote fight news at space 
rate, worked as a valet and later as a 
bookmaker’s clerk at the old Roby race 
track across the Illinois line in Indiana. 

In 1903 Mr. Hertz married Frances 
Kesner, and in the next 20 years he 
founded the Yellow Cab Company, the 
Yellow Cab Manufacturing Company, 
the Omnibus Manufacturing Company, 
the Omnibus Operating Company, the 
Hertz U-Drive-It systems. and the Chicago 
Motor Coach Company, and became one 
of the nation’s leading industrialists. In 


later years he was a member of the exec- 
utive committee of Paramount Pictures, 
a director of Madison Square Garden, 
Consolidated Vultee Aircraft Corporation, 
Tidewater Associated Oil Company, and 
the New York City Omnibus Company,

and a partner in Lehman Brothers, Wall 
Street investment bankers. 

During World War I, Mr. Hertz was 
a member of the Board of Transport 
Reorganization, serving under Secretary 
of War Newton D. Baker, and in World 
War II he served in an advisory capacity 
to Undersecretary of War Robert P. Pat- 
terson. In 1958 the Department of De- 
fense presented Mr. Hertz with a Certifi- 
cate of Appreciation. 

In 1957 Mr. Hertz set up the Fannie 
and John Hertz Engineer Scholarship 
Fund, endowing it with a major part of 
his fortune. He was a trustee of the Love- 
lace Foundation for medical education 
and research and a director of the Arthri- 
tis and Rheumatism Foundation. In his 
later years he surrendered all his busi- 
ness interests, except his association with 
Lehman Brothers, and devoted nearly all 
of his free time to his philanthropies 
and to the sport of racing. 

Mr. Hertz bought his first horses in 
1921, at the suggestion of Roy Carruthers 
and Jack Keene, who had been his 
friends sinde the days at Roby. On 
Keene’s advice, he bought Luke McLuke 
and *La Dauphine, which produced 
Anita Peabody. From Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer in 1927 he bought Reigh Count. 
Anita Peabody and Reigh Count were 
first and second in the 1927 Futurity. and 
the next year the colt won the Kentucky

Reigh Count, best of an excellent 
crop of runners, sired the best horse to 
carry the Hertz colors. the triple crown 
winner Count Fleet, sire in turn of the 
1951 Kentucky Derby winner Count Turf. 
Since 1927, the Hertzes’ first big year in 
the sport. horses owned by them have 
won nearly $2,000,000, and horses of 
their breeding have won more than $9.- 
000.000. Mr. and Mrs Hertz bred 33 
stakes winners through 1960, including 
12 winners of more than $100,000. Most 
of their stakes winners ran. in the colors 
of other owners. Mrs. Hertz’s Stoner 
Creek Stud, Paris, Ky., was an annual 
consignor to the Keeneland summer 
sales. and the farm’s yearlings. well bred 
and handsomely prepared, regularly made 
Stoner Creek one of the leading con- 
signors. 


Stoner Creek was a run-down farm 
when the Hertzes bought it in 1938. Ralph 
Baird. who had been with the stable 
since 1927, moved in as manager, and 
in a few years the farm had become 
one of the most attractive Thoroughbred 
nurseries in central Kentucky. The farm. 
now under the management of Charles 
A. Kenney. continues in the same _tra- 
dition. 

Mr. Hertz was among the handful of 
far-seeing men who in the late 1920's 
rescued Chicago racing. He already had 
helped finance Matt Winn in the con- 


struction of Lincoln Fields, and in 1928, 
when Al Capone appeared near to buying 
Arlington Park. Hertz organized a small 
group of Chicago civic leaders who 
bought the track and made Roy Car- 
ruthers its manager. The plant and back- 
stretch were improved, purses were 
raised, and Chicago racing was put on 
the road to the high place it occupies 
in the sport today. 

Mr. Hertz was always deeply conscious 
of his youth in Chicago and of the op- 
portunities life in America had afforded 
him. When the Thoroughbred Club of 
America cited him in 1956 for his con- 
tributions to racing, he said. “I would 
like to repeat that. beyond anything else 
in this wide world, I treasure most my 
citizenship. America has _ fulfilled the 
dreams of humanity. It has given op- 
portuntiy to every person. regardless of 
race or creed.” 

Mr. Hertz is survived by his wife. 
who has been in critical health herself 
for several months. and by a son. John 
D. Hertz Jr.. and 2 daughters. Mrs. J. M. 
Saks and Mrs. Paul L. Hexter.

Detroit. Detroit mortgage banker 
Frank Bowdon should be enjoying his 
first year in horse racing. 

One of the horses which is making 
Bowdon’s rookie year so successful is 
Mark Me Up, a 3-year-old gelded son 
of Mark-Ye-Well. 

When Bowdon decided to assemble a 
racing stable last spring, he hired Nick 
Moran as his trainer and together they 
set about buying and claiming horses. 
Among their first acquisitions for the

“Is_ it 
reasonable and sensible.” he asked. “that 
a horse should receive 24 pounds in a 
race for $100.000? It seems to us that 
if a horse is so lacking in quality that 
he must be spotted 24 pounds, he does 
not belong in the field. If rich races are 
to be run, they should be for the purpose 
of determining quality. 20-pound 
spread should be the maximum.” 

The Atlantic City management speci- 
fied a maximum spread of 20 pounds and 
a minium weight of 108, without fixing 
a maximum weight. Presumably the hand- 
icapper retains the privilege of going 
above 128 pounds and raising the mini- 
mum weight accordingly, within the 20- 
pound limit. Dr. Levy said: 

“Any horse that is not within 20 pounds 
of the highweight does not enhance a 
handicap race. In my opinion, if a horse 
needs a weight concession exceeding 20 
pounds, he neither possesses the quality 
nor the right to be a starter.” 

Under the American system of racing 
(if chaos can be called system). each 
race track is privileged to do as_ it 
pleases, insofar as the conditions of its 
races are concerned. Atlantic City has 
elected to discourage the participation of 
some horses in its handicap races, and 
its future policy will be determined by 
results in 1962. not by argument in 1961. 
The case is not quite closed. however. 
on the proposition that a handicap should 
be for the purpose of determining qual- 
ity, that a 20-pound spread should be the 
maximum. and that a horse with a con- 
cession of more than 20 pounds neither 
possesses the quality nor the right to be 
starter. 
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There is no reason that a_ handicap 
should not be limited in its weight 
spread, if the management prefers to 
specify such a condition. Neither is there 
adequate reason why all handicaps, or a 
whole series or class of handicaps. should 
he so limited. 

At the very beginning. we have the 
question as to whether a handicap, rich 
or not, should be for the purpose of de- 
termining quality. On what basis stands 
the word should? Except in a_ schizo- 
phrenic sense peculiar to North American 
racing, the handicap has no such fune- 
tion. The handicap was designed to cre- 
ate a race, not to bestow honors and 
riches on the best horse in the race— 
or what the handicapper thought was the 
best horse before the race. It was the er- 
roneous supposition that it could be made 
to perform both these functions that led 
to a situation in which some American 
racing secretaries have used weights more 
for bidding and bargaining than for true 
handicapping purposes. 

Race tracks are operated for profit, 
most of them. Profit depends mainly on 
mutuel turnover. Mutuel turnover depends 
on many things. but it will come as a 
surprise to us if it rises to an apprecia- 
ble degree because of the limitation of 
the weight spread in handicaps. 

The handicaps which attract the larg- 
est amount of betting anywhere in the 
world are—we suppose they still are— 
the Melbourne Cup, the Cesarewitch. and 
the Cambridgeshire. 


The Melbourne Cup has been won by 
horses carrying weights ranging from 74 
to 145 pounds—and there was a_ field 
of 39 starters in 1890, when Carbine won 
under 145. The minimum weight for the 
great 2-mile race is now 91 pounds, and 
there is no maximum. The Melbourne Cup 
is a great race precisely because it does 
not give preference to horses of great 
quality. or to horses which have a “right” 
to compete in it. On the contrary, it pro- 
vided extreme honor when *Phar Lap 
(138) and Peter Pan (136) won it under 
top weight, and it left these horses still 
honored when they were defeated under 
150 and 146 pounds respectively. 


Like the Australian race. the Cesare- 
witch at 214 miles and the Cambridge. 
shire at half that distance retain their 
popularity among horsemen and among 
horse-players because the weights provide 
a chance for so many horses. Large fields 
are common in both races, and the num. 
ber of starters in the Cambridgeshire 
has ranged between 28 and 42 since the 
last war. The roll of winners of these 2 
Newmarket races includes too many in- 
fluential sires and broodmares to lend 
support to the contention that a handicap 
should be restricted to horses weighted 
within 20 pounds of the top weight. 

It seems unlikely that limitation of the 
weight spread will achieve significant re- 
sults. especially in view of the fact that 
the effective spread in most handicaps is 
only slightly greater. If other tracks are 
thinking in the same direction, we sug 
gest an alternative. Specify descending 
handicap. that is. with the top weight 
announced in the conditions, to attract 
high-class horses. Specify ascending 
handicap. with the bottom weight an- 
nounced. to give lesser runners a chance. 
If someone enters a $1,500 plater in a 
descending handicap, the heft of the 
jockeys will fix the effective minimum. 
If a champion appears in an ascending 
handicap, he can be assigned 165 pounds, 
since the race is deliberately designed to 
discourage the best horses, just as the 
descending handicap is designed to dis- 
courage the worst. 

The difficulty with the handicap in 
America is not in the range of weights, 
which is too narrow rather than too 
broad, but in the extremely limited range 
of distance. which has the effect of 
limiting the number of good horses avail- 
able. It should be remembered that the 
Cesarewitch, at 214 miles, is run about 
2 weeks before the Cambridgeshire, at 
11, miles. The 2 races draw—and help 
to create—2 different sets of good run- 
ners. And both the milers and the dis- 
tance runners have opportunities through- 
out the season. There is no effective sub- 
stitute for range in distance. In_handi- 
caps, there is no effective substitute for 
range in weights.
